belittle a flower because of 
its colour or appearance, but 
it does happen that my own favourites are 
those with their own distinctive fragrance. 
The rose, of course, is a joy to all-even to my baby 
granddaughter, who enjoys taking one apart, petal by petal but 
there are other, less spectacular blooms, which have a lovely 
and sometimes elusive fragrance all their own. 
| have a special fondness for antirrhinums, or snapdragons, as 
they are more commonly known. If | sniff hard at them, | don't 
catch any scentatall. | find’ this quite tantalizing, but ithas given 
me a special regard for this modest flower. 
Carnations, with their strong scent of cloves, are great 
showoffs. And here, in India, the jasmine can be rather heady 
and overpowering. The honeysuckle, too, insists on rnaking its 
presence known. There is a honeysuckle’ creeper outside the 
study window of my cottage in the hills, and all through the 
summer its sweet, rather cloying fragrance drifts in through the 
open, window. It is delightful at times; but at other times | have 
to close the window just so that | can give my attention to other, 
less intrusive, smells-like the soft scent of petunias (another of 
my favourites) near the doorstep, and pine needles on the 
hillside, and great bunches of sweet peas placed on my table. 
Some flowers like calendula can be quite tricky. Certainly the 
flower gives nothing away. But run your fingers gently over the 
leaves and then bring them to your face, and you will be 
touched-just briefly by the most delicate of aromas. 
Sometimes leaves outdo their blooms. The lemon geranium, 
for instance, is valued more for its fragrant leaves than for its 
rather indeterminate flowers. The refreshing aroma of its 
leaves, when crushed makes up for any absence of floral 
display. 
Not all plants are fragrant. Some, like the asafoetida, will keep 
strong men at bay. Of course, one man’s fragrance might well 
turn out to be another creature's bad smell. Geraniums, my 
grandmother insisted, kept snakes away because they couldn't 
stand the smell of these flowers. She surrounded her north 
indian bungalow with pots of geraniums. When | lie on summer

Some 
of my all-time favourite "children" are

over because of their antics, mischievous ways, 
sheer brilliance, innocence and remarkable 
achievements. 

Gurudev Rabindranath 
Tagore needs no 
introduction. We all know 
that his genius shone from 
at a very young age when 
he started writing poems. 
He published his first iam 
poems when he was barely Siasee 
17 years old. Many of his 
Stories reflect scenes from 
his own childhood which was spent mostly in the 
company of long-time, faithful family retainers. 
Georges Remi created a teenage reporter- 
cum-amateur detective who has been 
described as “a Belgian boy scout". He gets 
embroiled in all kinds of adventures along with 
his dog and his friends. Tintin first appeared in 
print in 1929. The stories are popular because 
of their absurd characters, humour and unusual 
plots and dialogues. 

Dennis the 
Menace was actually 
a trouble-making boy 
in the British comic 
Beano. When he first 
appeared in 1951, a 
comic strip of the 
same name was 
Syndicated in the US. 
One of the very few people to have become a 
Super star after being an equally successful 


was one of the most glamorous stars of the 
1950s and ‘60s. 

Another very popular child star of the 1990s 
is Macaulay Cuikin, star of such family 
entertainers as Home Alone’, One and Two. He 
is reputed to be the highest paid child star in 
Hollywood. 

Every aspiring 
cricketer’s idol 
now is Sachin 
Tendulkar, who 
burst upon the 
international 
cricket scene a 
decade ago and 
has not looked 
back since. He is 
certainly a role 
model for the young people of today. 
Vishwanathan Anand and Koneru Humpy 
are India's chess stars. Anand was the first 
Indian to win a world junior title while Koneru 
Humpy, a 
schoolgirl from 
Vijaywada, was 
the first Indian 
girl/woman to 
win a world title; 
she won the 
Under10 girls 
title in 1997.

David Livingstone 

Dr David Livingstone was one of 
the greatest explorers of the 
African continent, and an 
uncompromising foe of the slave 
trade. When no one had heard 
from him for several years while he 
* was exploring the interior of the 
continent in the 1860s, his long 
absence became a matter of 
international concern, and the 
New York Herald sent explorer 
Henry M. Stanley to find him in 
1869. Stanley finally found Livingstone in November 1871 ina 
small town on Lake Tanganyika. He greeted Livingstone with 
the famous words, "Dr Livingstone, | presume?" 


James Cook 

The explorer and navigator James Cook 
sailed round the world twice, made three 
voyages to the Pacific Ocean, and 
became the first European to visit @ 
several Pacific islands, including 
Hawaii. Cook sailed to Tahiti, New 
Zealand, Australia, Vancouver Island, Alaska, and the 
Hawaiian |slands, where he was killed in a fight with islanders. 


Robert Edwin Peary and ; 


Matthew Henson 

Although his discovery has since 
been disputed, United States : 
explorer Robert Peary gained fame | 
as the first man to reach the North 
Pole. Travelling with a party gaaa— 
consisting of explorer Matthew A. | 
Henson and four Inuit, Peary § 
reached the vicinity of the pole in 
1909. A United States Navy civil 
engineer, Peary became interested 
in Arctic exploration in 1886 after a 
trip to the interior of Greenland. 
American Matthew Henson was one 
of the six members of Peary's 
expedition. It is possible that 
Henson, who was black, was the first 
to reach what was thought to be the 
North Pole as he was often in front of 
the party breaking trail. 


Roald Amundsen 
Norwegian polar explorer Roald 
Amundsen led the first expedition 
to the South Pole in 1911, beating 
a rival British expedition led by 
Robert F. Scott by five weeks. 
Amundsen and his four 
companions reached the pole on 
December 14. 


Sir Edmund P. Hillary and Tenzing Norkay 

A New Zealand mountain climber, Sir Edmund Hillary and 
Sherpa tribesman Tenzing Norkay were the first two men to 
reach the summit of Mount Everest, the highest mountain in the 
world, and return. They reached the 8,848 m (29,028 ft) summit 
on May 29, 1953. :

omputers can be a lot of fun and they can also be very 
confusing. | think that the more you know about them, 
the more fun they are. So let's get to know them! 
These lessons are intended for young people to help you 
understand the basics of how computers work and how to use 
them. 
Why is it good to learn how computers 
work? 
There are two kinds of knowledge; the memory work kind of 
knowledge and the logical kind of knowledge. People who have 
their computer knowledge on the memory work side often have 
problems installing new programs, using someone else's 
computer or adapting to new operating systems like Windows 


95 and many other computer related difficulties. 

Things that should live on the memory work side of the brain are 
such things as "What is the capital of New York state?" and 
“Who was the King of England in 1675". There is no way that 
knowledge on the logical side can help you with these. For

It is important that you learn how to figure out things about 
computers because there are just too many things to be done

with them to try to memorise it all. 
Anyway, aS anyone who has studied 
hard for a test the next day knows, it's 
always the stuff you didn't memorise 
that they ask!. 

So, lets get started on putting your 
computer knowledge firmly on the 
‘logical’ side of your brain. 

What do the parts do? 

You are pretty familiar with your TV, maybe too familiar! The TV 


is mostly an output machine or device. This means that the stuff,

Topiary is created by training young plants to grow around a frame; frames 
were traditionally wooden but now are more usually made from wire. As the 
plants grow, stray or overlong shoots are clipped back within the frame, 
which encourages the plants to grow more densely in the desired shape. 
Regular pruning is necessary to maintain the shape of the topiary. 
Well-trained topiary adds elegance and formality to a garden. It can be used 
to create focal points and add structure and height. Although topiary is most 
often undertaken outdoors in a garden, it can also be achieved indoors using 
house plants.

Tropical fish are now often bred specially for the hobby market. 
Fish are kept in various kinds of aquarium. These range from simple 
tanks to elaborate systems that simulate a natural habitat with 
equipment for heating, filtering, and aerating the water, and with 
provision of appropriate aquatic plants and other living organisms. 
Tropical fish can be fed on dried fish foods available in pet shops, or 
on brine shrimp, various worms, or 
Daphnia (water fleas), a species of 
small crustacean. The fish should

Many 
dozens of travel agencies and individual tour guides specialize in leading 
bird-watching trips. Much of today's knowledge of birds also comes from 
amateur bird-watching, which is not only an enjoyable hobby but has also 
contributed valuable data on the behaviour and migration of birds. As a 
result of such activities, many organizations have been formed to educate 
the public in the protection and consideration of bird life.
